Referring to our conversation regarding Ur. Gabriel 
Dichter, the following information will interest you. 

He was born at Bucarest July 13th, 1885 of Roumanian 
parents; was educated at Bucarest, also took his degrees at the 
Sorbonne in Paris in 1905. After completing his work at the Sorbonne, 
he returned to Bucarest and took up journalism. 

In 1913 he was sent to Paris as Foreign Correspondent 
for a group of Roumanian daily papers. 

In 1914, after the Declaration of War, he took an 
extremely active part in a propaganda campaign, endeavoring to wean 
Roumania from her Alliance with Germany. When this was successfully 
accomplished, and Roumania came into the War, he was mobilized into 
the Roumanian Army and placed in charge of the Roumanian Propaganda 
Bureau in Paris. He subsequently attended and covered all the Peace 
Conferences. 



In 1920, he accompanied Ur. Take Jonescu, then Roumanian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on his trip through Europe to lay the 
foundation of the Petite Entente, and was entrusted with the propaganda 
connected with this political movement. 

In 1921, he married a Scotch girl. Miss Edith Barstow. 

In 1922, Mr. and Mrs. Dichter founded the "Revue Petroli- 
fere”, a technical periodical of the oil industry in Paris. This 
publication thrived and became the leading oil publication on the 
Continent. The last issue of tho "Revue Petrolifere" was published on 
June 8th, 1940, Just as France foil. 

In September 1939, Mr. Dichter volunteered for duty with 
the French Army, but was not called up until May 1940. He served as a 
private up to the collapse of France and was demobilized on November 3rd, 
1940. 



He and his wife came to the United States in May 1941 on n 
political visa granted by the President 1 s Advisory Committee. In May 194 
Mr. and Mrs. Dichter were permitted to go to Canada for tho purpose of 
re-entering the United States on an Immigration visa, which they now hold
